OHIO’S NEXT GOVERNOR. 


Judge J. B, Foraker Again to be The Ke- 
publican Candidate, ‘ 

CLEVELAND, March 26.—The attempt ofa 
few foolish politicians to put General J. War- 
ren Keifer forward as a candidate for the re- 
publican nomination for governor met with so 
oo an expression of public opinion that 
{eifer’s newspaper mouthpiece made haste te 
remark that he was not acandidate and did not 
intend to be, This leaves him in the oblivion 
into which he fell on his retirement from the 
speaker’s chair. Many suggestions are made 
astothe chances of different men, but the 
question of the next candidate is already set- 
tled, so fer as the pot ena litical facts ex- 
ist. Judge J.B. foraker, of Cincinnati, who 
made a losing fighttwo years ago, can have 
the nomination if he wants it. That 
deal was made and the con. 
tract signed, sealed and delivered 
during the last national republican conven. 
tion in Chicago. He went into that conven- 
tion at the head of the Ohio delegation pledged 
to Senator Sherman. His reward was the 
Sherman support for next fall. When Sher- 
mén decided to pulioutand let Ohio go to 
Blaine the move was not made until! the iead- 
ing Blaine managers had agreed to likewise 
ccme up to Foraker’s support, Sherman in 
this move had two purposes—to reward a 
friend for faithful work and to make sure 
that the next republican governor would be 
one who would not dispute Sherman’s 
re-election to the senate. There is little ques- 
tion as to Foraker’s desire to be the nominee. 
Major McKinley is supporting him, and 1s not 
a candidate forthe place. His election to 
congress over the Hon. D.P. Paige gives him 
a great opportunity for a growth of reputation, 
and be hopes to follow in Garfield’s footsteps 
and step from the house into the senate at 
some future day. It seems to be the impres- 
gion that the republicans will redeem the state 
in October and will hold the next senatorship.

GEN. GRANT A WITNESS 


IN THE FAMOUS MARINE BANK 
CASE} 


His Depositions Taken by Counsel on Both Sides— 
The General Says He is &® Very Sick Man~— 
His Manner of Testifying—Particuiars 
asto His Condition—Other Notes. 


New York, March 26.—In the trial to-day 
of ex- President Fish, of the Marine bank, the 
deposition of General Grant was taken at the 
invalid’s residence by consent of the counsel 
of both parties, before James Horace Fish, 
notary public and stenographer of the court, 
The counsel present were Stephen G. Clark 
end Edwin C. Smith for the defendant; Dis- 
trict Attorney Elihu Root for the government, 
and Ciarence H. Steward, Grant’s adviser. 
Colonel Fred D. Grant, U. §&. Grant, 
Jr., and W. A. Purrington, were also 
present. It was about 4:30 o’clock when the 


counsel arrived at the house. The general

egreed between counsel that the testimony of 
witness be taken subject to objections to be 


stated at the reading thereof in court to-mor- 
row. The administering of the oath was 
waived, the deposition being taken with the 
same efiect by consent of counsel. The ex- 
amination lJasted about three-fourthsof an 
hour. The general’s memory asto details 
was defective, but whenever counsel seemed 
particularly anxious to get an answer the 
witness tried to connect event or date with 
romething elsethat occurred about the same 
time and thus get at the answer desired. He 
was plainly anxious to tell all he knew. His 
evidence was given in a perfectly calm man- 
ner, without any show of personal feeling 
against apy one. He told all he knew 
about the firm of Grant & Ward, even to 
ihe circumstances of his eqtering the firm. 
Once or twice witness was aSked if he was 
tired, but he answered he was not. When 
the examination was concluded a short chat 
ensued between the general and the lawyers. 
In the course of it General Smith remarked 
he thought patient was looking quite well. 
“Well,” said General Grant, somewhat slowly 
and seriously, “I know I am a very sick 
man.’ Particularsofthe testimony will be 
first made known when the evidence is read 
in court to-morrow morning. 


General Grant’s Condition, 

NEW YORK, March 26.—Said Dr. Douglass after 
his visit to General Grant this evening: “The 
gcneral slept continuously until 4 this morning, 
and afterthat fitfully until?7. He took food as 
usual to day. Between 2 and 8 o’clock the general, 
Senor Romero, Mexican minister, and myself, 
drove four miles through park, one mile less than 
yesterday. General Grant rested after his return, 
though there was no apparent fatigue from the 
Crive, and then his deposition was taken in the 
care against President Fish, of the Marine bank. 
This lasted an hour, and there was no evidence of 
the general haying been exhausted by the exam- 
ination. Heis quite as wellashe was last night, 
which is remarkably good, because these two last 
Cays bave been extremely depressing to every one. 
‘ibe general’s pulse and temperature to-night are 
about as Jow as they ever were.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


Arrestof a Negro for a Crime Coramitted 
in 1862. 

LyxChevrc, Va., March 26.—T wenty-three 
years @g0 Almond F. Ellingion, a well-to-do 
farmer living near Rice’s depot, in Prince 
Udward county, this state, disappeared, and 
the only trace of him that could be discov- 
ered wad his hat floating on a millpond in the 
neighborbocd of his house. An exhaustive 
search, without result, was "made at the 
time, even tothe draining of the mill-pond. 
Seven years later a negro, while poking in a 
pile of decayed logs on the Ellington farm, in 
search ofa fugitive rabbit, discovered a skele- 
ton, which was identified as that of the miss- 
ing man by means of a ring on the little finger 
and gold plugs in the teeth. Tho detectives 
sgain set to work, and several persons were 
brotght under suspicion and examined, but 
dischatged for wantof evidence. The circum- 
stenees connected with the affair clouded over 
the iife of the miller, whose mill was at the 
pond mentioned, and though he 
died denying the crime many thought he c)m- 
mitted it. A few weeks ago, on the southern 
border of Texas, a gentleman overheard three 
negroes talking. One of them, in relating his 
bistory to his companions, said he had mur- 
dered. @ man in Prince Edward county, Va., 
early In the war. His knowledge of these 
particulars induced the gentleman to write to 
the clerk of Prince Edward county about the 
matier. An investig&tion followed, and as its 
result the negro, Crawford Jeter, a runaway 
slave of Ellington, is under arrest and en 
route t© Prince Edward county to be tried for 
the murder of his master in 1862.

Losses---A Lest Fireman, 

Burvato, N. Y., March 26.—The burning 
of Music hall and St. Louis’s church is the 
topic of general conversation, and is looked 
upon @8 a public misfortune. To add to the 
horrors of last night it was ascertained this 
morning that George J. Roth,the member of 
the fire department who was last seen on St. 
Louis’ church, had lost his life, his charred 
remains being found this morning in the 
debris of the tower. He leaves a wife 
and fivechildren. It has been ascertained 
that the water in the building had been turn- 
ed off in the bascment to prevent it from 
freezing. Had it been left running the build- 
ing would probably have been saved. Losses 
are placed as follows: Music hall, $200,000; 
Orpheus society, $5,000; Charles F. Houng’s 
restaurant, $1,900; German Young Men’s as- 
sociation library, $10,000; Meech Bros., $6,000; 
McCaul Opera company, $10,000; Frankin- 
stein, janitor, $3,000; St. Louis church build- 
iDg. >100,000. 

fhe insurance on Music hall and library is 
$55,379; on the 8t. Louis church building, 
$23,000; on tho contents ot the church, $3,000; 
on tne Orpheus society property, $2,000; 
other insurance, $3,000. The air is full of ru- 
mors of missing people. Possibly, asa good 
many were viewing the fire fromthe side- 
walk in front of Music hall at the time the 
front wail fell, other bodies may still be in the 
ruins. It is, however, more than probable 
that oll escaped, as the walls swayed for some 
time before falling. The building committee 
have called a meeting to talk over the subject 
of rebuilding the Music hall, and it is not im- 
probable that a public fund for that purpose 
will be started.

THE QUEEN'S MESSAGE 


On the Present Emergency in English Af- 
fairs, 

Loxpoxy, March 26.—The calling out of re- 
serves and military has increased the excite- 
ment over the Anglo-Russian dispute, es- 
pecially in military circles. Orders for thou- 
eands of Martini-Henry rifles and revolvers 
have been sent to Birmingham. Arms aré to 
be shipped to Bombay as rapidly as completed.

Thequeen's message calling 
out reserves and military is as follows: 
‘The present state -of public affairs 
and the extent of the demand on her majesty’s 
military forces for protection of the 
interests of the empire having 
constituted, in the opinion of 
her majesty, a case of great emergency, her 
mejesty has deemed it proper to provide ad- 
ditional means for military service. She has 
therefore thought it right to communicate to 
the house of commons that she is about to 
cause reserve forces and such proportion of 
military as might be necessary to be called 
out for permanent service.”” The marquis of 
Hartington will call attention to the message 
in the house of commons on Monday. 

A epecial cabinet council was held this after- 
noon at Windsor castle by command of the 
queen. Just as the ministers were leaving the 
castle a messenger arrived from the foreign 
office bripging dispatches for Lord Granville 
frcm Sir Edward Thornton, British minister 
to Russia, and Lord Dufferin, viceroy of India.

bana ieaves, the odor isthat of bad saurkraut 
spiced with limberger cheese. The natives 
relish this condiment as a master-piece of their 
art, end eat it without even holding the hose. 
It is sweetto the taste and easily digestible. 
Arother Polynesian delicacy is a raw fish 
about the size of a sardine, which the natives 
scoop ont of the water and bolt while the fish 
is still wriggling. These minnows taste like 
sardives.

In the early times the oecu- | 
petion of matai, or canoe carpenter, was con- 
gidered the highest honor. ‘These canoes are 
mace of a tree of ironwood and are usually 30 
feet long and ten iect wide.

The natives understand how 
to tack, and can sail their canoes faster than a 
European vessel. 

The Polynesian language is wonderfully 
gremimatical, giving evidence of attainments 
which raise the natives above savagery in the 
scale of nations. It isa language in_ itself, 
anddependenton no other, it has seven 
num bers, and ali the moods and tenses of the 
Ergiish. It has avery flexible use of the pos- 
Bersive, denoting not only possession, but also 
the purpose of possession. Thereis no verb 
*‘to be,” and in most instances its place is sup- 
plied by the verb ‘‘to stand.’’ They possess 
Only three prepositions, ‘‘in” “to” and from,” 
but this occasions no confusion, because the 
termiuaetion of the verb expresses the preposi- 
tional relation. Tie plural number is general- 
ly expressed by a completely or Sartial redu- 
Plicuiion of the singular. The language 
abounds in words that are to us almost synon- 
yous, but to them convey delicate shades of 
meaning. The word to clap the hands has 
three meanings according to its use—to slap 
the hands crosswise, lengthwise and on the 
thighs.

MR, M’KINLEY’S FATE. 


Indentifying the Body of General Jd, 5. Gor- 
don’s Secretary. 


From the New York Times. 

The body found floating in the water last Tues- 
day off pier No, 3, East river, was yesterday iden- 
tified by means ofits clothing as that of W. H. 
McKinley, the private secretary of General John 
B. Gordon, who has offices in the Bryant building. 
Mr. McKinley disappeared on the night 
of January sth, when an overcoat and hat were 
found on the deck of one of the ferryboats of 

he Pennsylvania railroad. In the pockets of the 
nan shea ® rola watch and chain, which were 
identified es those of Mr. MecKinely, and a receipt 
for a package which General Gordon had sent to 
his daughter, Miss Lizzie Gordon, during the 
afternoon. These articles, coupled with the dis- 
appearance Of Mr. McKinley, convineed General 
Gordon that his secretary had committed sui- 
cide, and he began to watch the papers for reports 
of found bodies. No body whs taken from the 
rivers, howeyer, Which bore the least resemblance 
to that of Mr. MeKinley until last Tuesday niht, 
when the body was found off pier No. 3 East river. 
Theentire upper partoi the face was gone, and 
after being kept in the morgue ior three 
days without being identified this body 
was buried in the potter’s field. Inthe mean- 
time a brother of Mr. McKinley, who lives in 
Charleston, S. C.. happened to read ina New- 
York paper & pee gr of the headless Douay. 
He wrote to General Gordon, asking him to visit 
the morgue and try and identify the body. The 
ocneral went to the morgue last Saturday, but the 
body had been buried, and although he identified 
the watch and coat found in the ferryboat, aud 
which were kept at police beadquarters, he was 
by no means certain that the body buried at pot- 
ter’s field was that of his missing secretary. — 

Yesterday morning John HH. Simons, the jauitor 
of the Bryant building, went to the morgue to 
examine the clothing taken from the dead body. 

he result of his visit was that he fully identified 
the body buried in the potter’s field as that of Sec- 
retary McKinley. Just before the disappearance 
of Mr. McKinley he and the janitor orde 
trousers mede by the same tailor and 
from the same piece of goods. Mr. Simons at 
once recognized the trousers taken from the 
dead man, and the identification was confirmed 
by the fact that the name of the tailor was 
stamped on the inside of the buttons. The lining 
and making of the trousers were also similar to 
his own. r. Simons cut the waistb: .4 from the 
cerment and took it to the tailor, Mr. Herold, 
who recognized the buttons, and said that the 
texture of the cloth was the same as that of the 
trousers which he made for Mr. McKinley. The 
identifieation, after this,was considered complete, 
and orders were given to exhume the body, which 
will be sent to Mr. McKinley’s iriends in Charles- 
ton. It is supposed that when Mr. McKinley 
jumped from the ferry boat his head was struck 
by the paddie and in this way the upper part was 
crushed,and alterward washed away by the action 
of the water. 

General Gordon yesterday wrote the following 
letter to the brother of the dead man: 

Mr. C, McKinley, Charleston, 8. C.—My Dear 
Sir: I want to express my sincere sympathy with 
you in the loss of your brother, W. H. McKinley. 
lor nearly two years he has been employed in an 
important capacity in the New York officeol the 
rrilroad company of which Iam the president 
He possessed from the first to the last my entire 
confidence. He commanded the absolute respect 
snd the esteem of every one having 
business relations with him. His 
accounts were fotind correct to a _ cent, I 
have never krown a more faithiul, honest aud 
honorable man, He discharged all his duties on 
the very day of his death, ashe had done in the 
pest, with scrupulous fidelity. He was intelligent, 
genial, generous and capable—as rentleasa wo- 
man, but thoroughly manly ane brave. In his 
ceath I have lost not only a faithful secretary, but 
a true and yalued friend. Sincerely yours,

This letter was written because storiés had been 
circulated charging Mr, ~ McKinley with hay- 
ing betrayed the trust of his employer. He had 
the combination to the safe in the office, but when 
the door was forced open it was found that nota 
penny was missing, and that Mr. .McKinley’sac- 
counts was all right. The motive which prompted 
him to commit suicide is still a mystery.

There are the big 
glass cases filed with em silverware, 
the pretty grottoes with ountains oi 
cologne water, he elaborately ec 
orated exhibits of rize soaps, the 
pyramids of boxes of baking powder, the wax fiz- 
ure dressed in all the stifi spiencior of the tailors’ 
axt, the shelves of curiosand the scales, pianos 
and billiard tables just as they were at the centen- 
nial. There is no woman here to model in butter, 
but there is a lightming lendseape artist who 
paints pictures while you wait, and paints very 
bad onesatthat. It is after all very much the 
ame though, and there is smail reward for the 
visitor who rushes eagerly around looking ior 
something novel. 

he majority intelligent visitors 
claim that the government building 
is more interesting than the other because it oflers 
sore ething else to look at, than wares that are for 
‘aie in shops all the country over.

It is impessible to believe that 
this gallery is at all represeutative of the con- 
dition of art the south. There must be 
good pictures somewhere about -In the 
houses or clubs of New Orleans, which could have 
been borrowed for the oevasion. I have seev many 
better collections of pictures in the second-hand 
auction shops of New York than this gallery, for 
which a thirty thousand dollar building was erec!

The following card, however, issued yesterday, 
defines the position of the Methodists in terms 
which will admit of but one construction: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 26.—Our attention hav- 
ing been called repeated! within the past 
few days to a subject now ‘agitating the pub- 
lic mind in our city, to some extent, we 
deem it prudent to make a brief statement. As 
Methodism is a unity as to organization and 
olity, we have somewhat delayed this paper to 
have concurrent action in the matter under con: 
sideration, by all ourcity pastors. While we do 
not recognize the right of any to call us into the 
public press, touching questions of worldly 
amusements, upon which our book of discipline 
and our pulpits have always been so pronounced ;

us not, we present the following general platform 
upon which our church has always stood. In the
